Every street in Upland that has 
not been graded or surfaced is in- 
cluded in a WPA street improve-

Q—Recently while shopping in a 
neighborhood grocery, I met a) 
neighbor’s wife laden with bundles. 
She accepted an invitation to ride 
home. On the way the car turned 
over and she claims she was se- 
verely injured. I am now threat- 
ened with a law suit. Am I liable? 

A—Section 403 of the vehicle code 
provides that a person who, as a 
guest, accepts a ride without giv- 
ing compensation therefor cannot 
recover dameges for personal in- 
juries against the driver or against 
any other person legally liable for 
the conduct of suck driver, uniess 
the guest establishes that the in- 
juries resulted from the intoxica- 
tion or wilful misconduct ‘of the 
driver. ; 

Q—How long may I park my car 
alongside a fire hydrant if a li- 
censed driver is on the front seat? 

A—As long as the time for which 
that particular zone is sign posted; 
but in any event, the vehicle must 
be immediately moved if fire ap- 
paratus needs the space in case of 
fire. 

Q—Did the legislature enact laws 
making it compulsory for periodic 
inspection of cars? 

A—No, this requirement was not 
included. 

Q—If I come upon an accident 
on the open highway, in a strange 
district, whom would I phone for 
asssistance ? 

A—A request given to a tele- 
phone operator is usually enough. 
These young ladies are of inesti- 
mable help every day in intelli- 
gently handling emergency calle 
throughout the state. 

Q—Suppose an accident occurs 
between strange towns; how can I 
describe the location to be sure 
help reaches the scene? 

A—Generally the phone sub- 
scriber knows the location. If not, 
look for the highway road marker 
or bridge number painted on its 
side.

insufficient nutrition; also records of deaths from exposure. A 
particularly serious situation exists in the vicinity of Wasco and 
Shafter, where approximately 4,000 of these people are concen- 
trated. At Madera a school building has been turned into a 
hospital. In Tulare county fifty extra teachers were put on be- 
fore the end of the present school year to take care of the chil- 
dren in these families.” 

It is very evident the valley up there cannot assimilate ali 
those people, as there is nothing there for them. So what’s the 
solution? As those unfortunates are not legal residents of Cali- 
fornia, it is surely not up to the people of this state to take care 
of them. In fact, it would probably be more than we could do, 
as it is a great big job to look after those of our residents who 
have some claim upon our help. The person making the report 
on the appalling conditions in the San Joaquin valley, Harold 
H. Robertson, secretary of the Gospel Army, a religious welfare 
organization with headquarters in Los Angeles, says: ‘*The only 
solution that I can see after an exhaustive investigation is for 
the federal government to undertake the administration of a 
resettlement and rehabilitation program.’’ Under such a pro- 
gram the state of California would bear its proportionate share 
of the expense along with all other states of the Union. What 
could be a more fair solution? Snrely it is not alone California’s 
problem. In all probability most of the unfortunates are in 
their present condition through no fault of their own—it was 
their misfortune to be residents of a section that has been prac- 
tically nude of vegetation and crops for several years. They are 
entitled to help—and the humanitarian thing to do is to see that 
they get it as soon as possible. 

o—- 
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This nation’s armament bill has just about doubled during 
the past twenty years—and along with other countries of the 
world we are now spending more for national defense than ever 
before in time of peace. During the years between 1929 and 
1934 the United States spent far more on armaments than any 
other nation—with an outlay of four billion dollars. Since then 
it has spent almost three billion more. The United States News 
points out that this country is now spending four times as much 
for national defense as for furniture, twice as much as it spends 
for men’s clothing and nearly two times as much as for boots 
and shoes. Money spent for armaments nearly equals the vast 
amount of all work relief wages, is equal to half of all wage and 
salary payments by all public utilities and the equivalent to 
nearly one-third of all such payments in the retail stores of the 
country. Even with this condition existing in the United States, 
Uncle Sam does not spend as much’ of his budget dollar for arm- 
aments as do other countries. Germany and Italy are spending 
50 cents of every dollar in their budget for arms; in France 30 
eénts of every dollar goes for that purpose; in Soviet Russia, 
21 cents; in Great Britain, 20 cents—and in our country 13} %*——————————_——* 
cents.
